Many Of The Bodies Floated 
as Far as Sterling 
Before Being Found 


As long as the present generation liv es Dix on peo­ 
ple will nev er cease to recall as the anniv ersaries roll 
around the terrible accident which occurred on Sun 
day , May 4, 18 7 3, when the iron bridge across Rock 
Riv er in this city fell precipitating into the water 
w ithou t a m om en ts notice about two hundred men, 
wom en and children, who were witnessing a baptis­ 
mal ceremony taking place just below the bridge. 


Thirty -sev en persons were drowned or killed by 
portions of the structure falling on them; 
forty - 
sev en were seriously and fiv e mortally injured. 
I he 
bridge was twisted and broken from end to end and 
hung from the piers an appalling sight in itself. 
Many of the people in the water clung to planks or 
boards from the bridge and floated to shallow water 
or were rescued with boats. 
The bodies of m ost of 
those drowned were recov ered close to the scene of 
the accident.
